text of the speech follows: 


"Gentlemen of the Jury: 
The best friend a man 


has in this world may turn against him and become 
his enemy. His son or daughter, that he has reared 
with loving care, may prove ungrateful. 
Those who 


aro nearest and dearest to us, those whom we trust 
with our happiness and our good name, may be- 
come traitors to their faith. The money that a man 
has he may lose. 
It flies away from him, perhaps, 


when he needs it most. A man's reputation may bo 
sacrificed, in a moment* of ill considered action. 
The people who are prone to fall on their knees to 
do us honor when success is with us may be the 
first to throw tho stone of malice when failure set- 
tles Its cloud upon our hearts. 
The one absolutely 


unselfish friend that a man can have In this selfish 
world, the one that nover deserts him, the one that 
nev.c^r proves ungrateful or treacherous, is his dog. 
Gentlemen of the Jury, a man's dog stands by him 


prosperity and poverty, in health and slckrfess. 


He will sleep on the cold ground, where the wintry 
winds blow and the snow drives fiercely, if only ho 
may be near his master's side.

A season lasting 365 days in the year, with in- 


ability to give sufficient performances and standing 
room only at all that can be given, sums up tho 
situation. 


The French government's theater for its armies 


Is now operating with all tho regularity and pre- 
cision as 
do the 
famous government-supported 


opera, 
Opera 
Comique, Comcdie Francaise 
and 


Odeon, In time of peace. The principal difference 
Is that the government-maintained theater for the 
armies is twice as successful as any of the peace 
time civilian institutions. 


Tho theatrical companies that are sent out to the 


French front come under tho direction of M. Albert 
Dallmler, under secretary of fine arts in tho French 
cabinet. Performances aro given along the entire 
front from the North Sea coast to the Swiss fron- 
tier, and not only the best dramatic and operatic 
stars of the French stage contribute their services, 
but even tho host dramatists compose 
=>kits and 


various acts calculated to make the greatest pos- 
sible hit with the "pollus." 


Tho companies, of which there aro half a dozen 


now, 
are composed entirely of unmobilized actors, 


and naturally also actresses, who volunteer their 
sevvices, and mobilized actors whom the French 
military authorities allow to perform their duty 
to "La Pntrie" on the army theatrical stage instead 
of in the trench en. 
, 


Tho latter, as a matter of fact, really fare the 


better, for they continue drawing their army pay, 
amounting sometimes to 30 and 
'10 cents a day, 


depending on the grojio they occupy In tho army, 
while the immobilized volunteers, both actors and 
actresses, draw nothing. 


As tho French arm is democratic to the extreme— 


a professor of philosophy and a bartender may bo 
companions in arms in the same company—BO the 
programs given have to* be democratic. There munt 
bo something to please all tastes. It Is seldom, in- 
deed, that the direction fails to Include ;m act'from 
Borne ono of the classic French dramas. Following 
that there may be operatic nelectlons by somo of 
tho bust artists, dances by the most fnmous "dan- 
ReuHos" of both tho French grand and comic opera 
stage, and from that on down to comic skits, vaude- 
ville 
• turns and the over-popular sonps m«ng by the 


composers themselves. There Is scarcely a camp or 
contonemont along tho entire French front 
that 


docs m>t have Its llttlo theater whore these com- 
panies can appear.

The artists participating *In these performances 


endure hardships on these tours that might make 
tho most veteran barnstorming company In Amer- ' 
lea wince. The experience of ono of the companies 
that recently gave the two hundred and fortieth 
performance before the French armies is typical. 


The company left Paris at 8 o'clock one one of 


tho coldest, snowiest days that France has seen In 
years. The train was due to arrive at Bar ]e Due In 
three hours and a half, but it got there In seven, 
instead. The company was whisked away in army 
automobiles to a heatless hotel, where, after de- 
liberation, it ivas decided that as the theater, wher- 
ever and whatever It might be, could not be "worse, 
f 


the artists would take the risk on. being able to 
dress there instead. 


A fifteen-mile automobile ride followed over icy 


hills where It was a fight every minute to keep 
the machines going. When they slipped back on 
tho Ice-packed roads the artists Jumped out, lent a 
shoulder and helped push them up the incline until 
the wheels could again get a hold. 


The theater proved to be an ordinary airy army 


barrack erected on the back of the most beautiful 
estates in Franco, the proprietors of which have 
made a practice of throwing It open to regiments 
that have particularly distinguished themselves at 
the front. The one then in repose there was Just 
fresh from the trenches at Verdun.

In the llttlo heatless dressing room to the roar 


tho actors and actress donned their costumes, while 
the regimental band, composed entirely of Red 
Cross men, who are obliged to "double In brass," 
played the overture.

arch the "R. F." monogram o: tho French republic 
blazed Insplrlngly and was in fact tho warmest 
thing in the theater—with tho ono exception of tbo 
enthusiasm and welcome given the artlgtw.

The extent to which the government has taken 


Jip the task of cutting down the number of acci- 
dental deaths each year shows that Uncle Sam is at 
last vitally interested.

THE I-JARKOWIXG STATISTICS. 


There are inj;he United States each year approxi- 


mately 75,000 deaths through accidents — -practically 
the population of a fair-sized American city wiped 
out every 12 months. 


It is estimated by investigators who have given 


much thought to the subject that the number an- . 
iiually injured is more thkn 2,000,000 persons. There 
_"e no^ official 
figures" showing the total; number 


Injured. .

The statistics as to fatalities are entirely inade- 


quate, although atempts have been, made by the 
Bureau of the Census, Department of Commerce, 
to give the number of violent • deaths each year in , 
what is kflnown as the registration area. This area, 
which is being enlarged each year, now comprises 
25 states ;(in one. of which, North Carolina, registra- • 
tlon applies only to municipalities which had 1000 
population or over in 1900), the District of Colum- 
bia, and. 32 cities in nonregistration states, and in 
1.914 contained two-thirds ' of the total 
estimated 


Population of the United States. 


Taking the statistics of violent deaths in the Reg- 


istration area of the United States as compiled by 
the Bureau of the Census and 'estimating on this 


.. hasis the approximate number of persons yearly 
, killed by accident in the entire United States give 


the following- totals:

These estimates do not Include deaths from hom- 


icide and suicide and represent only violent deaths 
from accidents. While the Bureau of the Census 
never officially makes an estimate for the entire 
country from the figures of the registration area, 
ft is thought that the above statistics are fairly ac- 
curate, inasmuch as the registration area may-be 
regarded as fairly representative of those through- 
out. .the country. 
For Instance, while the occupa- 


tional hazards in the nonregistration area contains 
certain sparsely settled agricultural States wherein 
the .hazard of fatal accidents Is supposedly lower 
than in industrial states, yet' this area does contain 
such important industrial States as "West Virginia, 
Oklahoma, New Mexico, and others, so that 'the 
average for all of them will perhaps be about the 
same as for the registration states. 


The Bureau of the Census also has certain sta- 


tics for the* registration area which ahow the acci- 
dental deaths of persons 10 years of age or older 
Engaged in gainful 
occupations. 
Unfortunately, 


these statistics were found to be unsatisfactory and 
were not tabulated, owing to the failure ot physicians 
throughout the country to fill in the death certifi- 
cates in such a. manner as to permit accurate tabu- 
lation'. It Is hoped, now that there are workmen's 
compensation bureaus Jn more than 30 states, that 
In the future more accurate statistics or ratal accl- 


• flents will be obtainable. . 


Taking the official figures of the Bureau of the 


Census for the last two . year's they were available, 
t>r until their tabulation was given up, and applying 
these statistics to the. entire country, it is estimated 
that about 40,000 persons are killed at their occu- 
pations each year in the United States. 


In practically all lines of Industrial endeavor, this 


tountry, it is said, has been more reckless:and more 
prodigal of human life than any other civilized 
country In the world. 
Perhaps we are still as a 


' roung country doing pioneer work that is neces-

mS^&'s^ 


sarlly hazardous; perhaps we have not-yet learned 
by experience the lessons of older and more thickly 
settled communities. 
Other countries orice had 


much higher death rates from accidents sthan "they 
have now. Improvement 
came with years 
and 


through many a sad experience. 
Yet if the United 


States has been backward the cheering fact remains 
that this country; now that it has started in the 
right direction, will probably make rapid progress. 
Quick perception of defects arid vigorous applica- 
tion of a remedy characterize our industrial •growth. 


Thus the safety-first 
movement in the 
United 


States, which began about 1306 or .1907 as a spor- 
adic isolated movement, has spread into every city 
and hamlet, .into every workshop, factory, and mine, 
until today it is the most potential agent for safety 
in the entire country. Railroad companies, manu- 
facturers^ and mine operators now keep careful 
records of1 accidents and these statistics year by 
year are showing startling reductions in both the 
deaths and injuries.- Certain big corporations have 
been especially active in accident prevention, hav- 
ing organized 
safety-first 
committees, 
employed 


safety engineers, and stimulated the Interest 
in 


greater safety by rewarding foremen and other 
officials for efficiency in preventing accidents and 
by organizing first-aid teams among their employees. 
In addition, municipalities have joined in the slogan 
"Safety first" until it stares at the passer-by from 
street corners, street cars, and almost every con- 


C-O^fSf. 


ceivable place of probable danger. 


With this movement has come more definite and 


understandable traffic regulations 
in cities,' and 


even the crossing policeman has caught the safety- 
first infection, and cautions pedestrians with "Watch 
your step," "Heads up," etc. 


GOVERNMENT A NTV SAFETY FIRST. FIRST. 
The Federal Government, charged with looking 


after tho general welfare of the citizen, which in- 
cludes aid safety in travel on land and saa.and; In- 
directly, his safety under all other conditions of 
life, has always encouraged the safety-first move- 
meht. 
In fact, It was the Bureau of Mines of the 


Department of tho Interior that, in 1911; In Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., held a great demonstration for 20,000 
minors,: by ;whlch the safety-first slogan was first 
given national importance. 
' 


Accident prevention as a, duty of everyday Hfer 


practically dales from that event. Since, then, safe- 
ty first has cr'ossed tho seas and penetrated the re- 
mote places of the world, until today the admoni- 
tion is seen and heard in every civilized country. 


Those who have'studied the appalling waste, of 


life in the United States through accidents and arc 
solving'the problems of accident prevention, be- 
lieve that the 'number of deaths and" the'number 


' of injuries can ho cut In half. 
Such a" reduction 


would mean each year ,the saving of 37,750 persons 
from vlplent death and of moretthan a million per- 
sons .from Injury. 
-Taking the coldly statistical 


view of Insurance companies, and eliminating all y 
thought'of sorrow and suffering of those left be- 


. hind>;: or.wti'of, these lives is estimated 
to have'A 


value, of $10,00d; so that If on'e-half-of those killed ' • 
could be saved the saving- would amount to $377,- 
600,000 In human, resources In one year.

total .may. he/added 'tho gain to the country of 1,- 
000.000 persons saved from injury.

! The safety-first idea, as the government views It, 


not.pnly Includes the protection of the citizen from 
injury or death hut also tho protection of property 
from destruction. 
The two are rightfully associated, 


for often the destruction of proportj Is accompanied 
by the death of many persons, as In' a conflagra- 
tion, a flood, or a railroad wreck, 
There "are no 


satisfactory statistics to show the many millions, ot ' 
dollars lost each, year through the destruction of 
property, but It Is generally known that our annual 
loss from firos alone Vimounls to more than $200,- 
000,000. 
Our per capita lire loss is trio largest of 


any civilized country!

The Muffy Omelet. 


There.are a great number of so-called 


good cooks who will not try an omelet, . 
because they-are riot willing to follow 
directions so minutely as one must to 
succeed. To begin with, the pan must 
be clean, smooth, dry, and hot. It is 
better to butter It then as one butters a. 
baking tin rather than to melt butter in 
it. In this latter fashion it takes too 
much to grease the entire bottom. If 
the omelet is cooked too slowly it Is 
leathery and tastel-ess. 
If cooked too 


long it Is not delicate" and soft. . If 
burned It Is about spoiled.

Beat up yolks and whites separately,, 


the whites till stiff and the yolks but 
slightly. Add to the latter a, tablespoon 
of cream or milk .to each egg yolk, and 
the seasonings of salt and whatever else 
used. 
Mix well and pour over the 


whites and then with a folding motion 
so that the two completely blend. Pour 
Into omelet pan and with a fork stir and 
prick until the upper part ceases t6 be 
llquldlike or is ready to set. The prlckr 
ing lets the uncooked part come next tho 
pan, and so tlip process is hastened, and 
the whole made lighter than Jt would bo 
otherwise. Using spatula or teller knife, 
fold directly away from the handle and 


• then turn on to hot platter.

Two cups of chicken'to two 
cups of sauce or one cup of thin creairi 
and one cup of chicken stock thickened 
with two egg yolks,, extended with a 
cup of sliced mushrooms and pimentos 
alone, without green pepper, make a 
satlsfactory dish if daintily prepared- ;

tainty as to the status of the 
State admiriistration, which it 
was thought: would instantly 
clear, still exists. The transi- 
tion from the .Johnson regime 
and the Johnson sort of domi- 
nance, it was assumed, would 


entail instant changes. The new Governor is the anti- 
thesis of the old in many respects, lie is taciturn, un- 
emotional, sedate, unexcitable, dignified, deliberate, 
linresentful. He does' not seem to depend upon others 
for official action. He does .not delegate important 
powers. About the only sign so far is that he ingoing 
to he the governor in other senses than title, and that 
Ids administration is not to-be one of a faction. So 
far he gives no sign that he is going to conduct his 
administration according to a political program. For 
more,than six years' a program has hung tip in the 
State capitol almost.as palpably as a bill of fare is 
displayed at a restaurant. 
Officialdom having become 


used to that sort of thing is at a loss when it is sud- 
denly switched. Thus we find .no signs that those 
wlio prognosticated aivEarl administration, or a sec- 
tional domination of the State government; a strug- 
gle between (he factions of the.'Progressives, or a 
more definite cleavage between the Progressives and 
1he old-line lie publicans, arc true, prophets. ., One. of 
those in official life was:telling aboutMt. '"Wedon't 
know how to figure," he said.

The submarine periscope Is one 
of 


tlioso small; yet 
alWmportant 
'topics 


upon which naval 
officers 
have been 


•wont to argue for. some time; or. in fact, 
ever,since lha submarine has become an 
lip-to-tho-minute factor in naval warfare. 
•-One thing we know, and that is that the 
submarine is running blind when-it be- 
gins lo submerge so deep that its peri- 
scope disappears beneath the surface 6t 
the water."

It is often mentioned by naval people 


and-others that, : granting the point we 
have nn Invisible periscope; then with an 
observant officer on a torpedo boat, he 
Will Invariably catch sight of or spot the 
white trail, made by the pe'rlscope in its 
course through<^the water. 
Needless to . 


say this has been^the worry of more than 
one Submarine officer/ 
—"....'. 


But the periscope Is not always moving, 


nor need it dp so. It often happens (as 
recorder a'number of times in the present 
\\ai) that a. submarine has been lying- on 
the bottom 'of a bay or harbor.for a num- 
ber of hours, and arising, it becomes.de- 
sirable to sight the bearings through the 
periscope; in other words, .there are" many 
opportunities for using the periscope 
where, if it were practically invisible, it 
.would render a submarine safe from at- 
tack byx"torpedo boats or scout cruisers, 
some of which can pounce down upon the 
sub-sea 
boat 
at a fifty-mile-an-hour

About every 
imaginable manner -of . 
v: painting periscopes and submarine hulls 


has been tried out by. the various navies 
of the world:—It was long considered that, 
If tho structure of the'submarine or ship 
'could b& painted with a certain splashy 
formation "of sea blue and white, that it 
-would veiy obligingly merge into the color 
scheme tot the sea, and thus cause ,the 
periscope or other part of the boat to" 
become invisible at even short distances'. 


This, however, has been proven to'be 


incotrect by no less a genius than Mr. 
.William A/Mackay, a mural decorator fo 
:Now York city. Mr. Mackay recently de- 
Ih ere3 a lecture • to the officers of the 
U. S S Tallahassee, and he explained lilg 
technique -of rendering the1 periscope in- 
visible in simple language.-Said Mr. Mac- 
kay. 
"The ' thing1.' to do, evidently, to 


.make the periscope invisible, would be to 
paint that object the color that '< most 
resembled the -water. But It seems that 
such is not the case. 
'. 


If one takes up some of the sea water 


in his hand arid examines it closely, .he 
wilrat once perceive that it is not'blue 
at all, but quite colorless and translucent 
—-exactly similar to the water you drink 
from a spring; or well. It has been ascer- 
tained by scientific analysis that tho blue 
of tho sea-is composed of nothing more 
or less than~5ight, and light is h. combina- 
tion of several primary solors. Under the 
peculiar conditions obtaining at sea, two 
of these colors combine and the resultant 
vibrations in tho ether cause our brain to 
see blue." But this Is not the blue that tho 


t artist paints on his canvas of an ocean 


scene. 
That is a paint—th& .other is 


simply radiant light so arranged in its 
vibratory combinations as to produce 
certain definite impressions of color on 
the optical machinery of the human, 
brain.

Crude -oil can be extracted .from 
them and this can bo distilled further to 
obtain gasoline. Enough gasoline could be

balloon envelope there is placed a gas 
generating tank, which, may be made of 
aluminum in 'order to reduce its weight. 
This compartment, which, of course, must 
be airtight,- contains a. series of carbon or 
other nlates immersed-in water, alternate 
ones of which are connected to the posi- 
tive and negative fed. wires, respectively, 
An~ automatic pressure regulating valve, 
which acts also as a compensator for ex- 
cessive pressures witjiin the gas envel- 
ope, is mounted in the efflux pipe at tha 
top of the gas chamber. The gas cham- 
ber is also fitted-with one- or more auto- 
matic pop-valves which relieve the pres- 
sure within the gas generator in case 
there should be a sudden rise, within it 


The electric current required for tlris- 


electroyltlc gas generator is supplied by a 
small portable dynamo and -engine plant 
on the ground which, of course, can ba 
.arranged to supply several balloons if re- 
quired. The amount of hydrogen gas gen- 
crated by the electrolytic decomposition of 
the water in the tank may be vaaied or 
stopped by controlling the amount of cur- 
rent sent up the cables attached to fh^ 
balloons. This should preferably b* Auto-

The-'electric current required for the; gas 


gerieratol' units may 'often be obtained, 
from the power plant of the wireless tele-

This scheme has'been shown and de- 


scribed here principally for the idea in- 
volved, and, of course there a'fce a num- 
ber c< refinements which could be effectu- 
ally incorparated in designing arid build-' 
ing a commercial apparatus' of this type. 
It "Is'possible to utilize electrical controll- 
ing means for the purpose of precisely 
regulating the amount of hydrogen gas 
generated by a chemical reaction such 
as that occurring when hydrochloric acid 
Is dropped on pieces of zinc or when 
water is dropped on metallic sodium or 
potassium. 
Sodium and potassium, are, 


of course, now very expensive, and their 
.use is practically prohibited, .for that 
reason, in such a generator as this. 


MAKES STUDY OF 


WESTERN BEAVER 


People are apt to suppose two closely 


related species of the sa,me animal'differ 
in_prily a few minor/details.. Instead, dif- 
ferences abound throVgho-nt the whole 
bodily structure, Now a. Untyersily. of 
California zoologist, by carefully compar- 
ing the skeletons of'. three species of the 
beaver, has proved that the differences 
just in the bones alone as-between one 
species and Us very closest relatives are 
surprisingly numerous ^and far-reaching. 


- To investigate'this problem of how kin- 
dred species differ through and through, 
P. Harvey ITolderi; assistant curator of 
osteology in'the Unlve'rsi'ty of-California 
Museum of Vertebrate Zoology, -under-, 
took to compare the skeletons pf various 
Pacific co'ast" beavers. 
It used -to" be 


.supposed "that the four kinds of beaver 
•here studied were all of "a single species— 
the "Canadian beaver,"" or Castor Caria- 
densis. But this .supposedly single spe- • 
cles isreaUjr-; four perfectly distinct kinds, 
—the "golden beaver" of the San Joa- 
quin and Sacramento river—basin's in Cal- 
ifornia? the, "Vancouver Island 'beaver," 
and two kinds of."beaver from Alaska—- 
the "Admiralty, island ~ beaver" and the

For five years the. university has been 


; gathering specimens of .these four'types 


of beavers and- comparing them.

Publications in 
Zoology, in which he points out that inr 
stead of differlnglmefely .in ;a fSw~ details 
as regards the skull.'and the teeth, as 
most people would have expected from 
species so closely delated,..the Golden 
beaver of, California, _Castor SubauratuS;

• the details of the skeletons studied, the 
California Golden beaver' differs" 
from 


Castor fiber, the European beaver, native

Curiously enough, it is found that .the 
Golden, beaver of California differs less 
from the European beaver thim from 
Castor CanadensLs, as found in various 
forms from Vancouver Island on up along 
the coast of Alaska. : .

scribed by Holden on comparison merely '

being satisfied with comparison of mere 
details, for one species differs' from an- 
oth'er not In a-few externals only, but by 
a multitude of characteristics,- through 
and through the animal. ...

When to Plant Vegetables 


. Garden specialists of the U.,S. De- 
partment of Agriculture divide vege- 
tables into two classes—"warm' tem- 
perature" 
and 
."cold V temperature" 


vegetables. ^ "When peach -and plum 
trees are in -.blossom", they, say, it is 
tinie. to. sow In the- open ground such 
seeds 'as lettuce, radish, parsley, beets, 
turnips, cabbage, carrots, peas and 
onlo"ns. The wrinkled peas should riot 
be.^planted until later, as they are 
more liable to rot in ;cool ground than 
are 'the smooth varieties.' 
When^ the 


apple trees bloom,„ it is time to plant 
.the.-.heat-loving vegetables buch aa 
cucumbers, beans, sweet corn, ,purnp"- 
Icin and squash. This is an old but 
excellent rule. 


•'•. The quickest, crop to matufe..is the 
radish.

- From one- 
half to • two-thirds, 'of ^the wood should 
be removed.- After the Erst year pruning 
for border and lawn roses should con- 
sist !n removing dead or vreak wood and ^ 
crossing branches. Cutting oft I he, ends 
of branches should be avoided. It is pre- 
ferable~to take out whole branches Kvery 
Hvo or six years the whole top should 
t>c cut back. It is best to prune lawn 
"roses in the- spring. 


In pruning climbing roses, there must 


be a compromise between the desire for 
.forced growth of new-wood, for blossom 
bearing by removing all of the old wood, 
and the desire to have "the arbors or 
trellises covered with foliage. The hardy 
climbers should be 
pruned just" after 


blooming. 
Though It would be beat to 


remove all of the wood,' half the branches^, 
may be cut off-at^the ground .arid the " 
rest shortened "from 3 to 6 feet, depend- 
ing on rapidity of growth.

•After the plants are established, pruning 
should.be practiced in vigorous clihintes 
after freezing weather Is over. In milder 
regions fall . pruning may be practiced. 
Pruning may be done, first as for lawn 
roses, and then the remaining brandies

the greatest mass of small blossoms, 
however, only :one-haU to one-'Aircl of 
the shoots should he cut off. 


Hedges sliould be severely pruned for

done twice a year—in winter "or spring, 
and again after flowering time.

transport vessel loaded with British 
soldiers was tho Intended victim of 
the submarine. Despite torpedo boats 
convoying "the transport, the U-boat

French coast and shot its torpedo. A 
few minutes before, a French pilot 
had boarded the ship to take her 
snfely into the shallow channels that 
led to the harbor. .

The Stanford man graduate Is more 


inclined toward matrimony, or more 
successful In his inclination, than his 
sister co-ed, for the record shows that

Commenting on these figures,, the 
Journal of Heredity says: 
"Although it is not wholly com- 


plete, the marriage rate of Stanford

BELGIUM ABANDONED. 


One of the most conspicuous rebukes to the 


German government since the Avar started has been 
administered by the United States in withdrawing 
the American Relief Commission from Belgium. 
The Washington government does not -mince words 
in informing the civilized world just why it has 
been necessary to take this step. 


"In the course of the past ten. days several of 


the commission's ships have been attacked without 
warning by German submarines, in flagrant viola- 
tion of the solemn engagements of the Gorman 
government.

THE TEST OF PAN-AMERICANISM. 


(New York Sun.) 


The Intrigues of Germany on this, hemisphere, now 


bearing fruit In positive action, constitute the first severe 
test to which Pan-Americanism hus been put. The doc- 
trine enunciated by the fifth President of the United 
States aided a whole continent to achieve independence; 
and with the exception of the brief empire of Maximil- 
ian In Mexico It has given Latin-America nearly a cen- 
tury of self-rule. In the last hundred years two' coun- 
tries—Argentina and Brazil—have prospered amazingly. 
All of, South America owes its present freedom as much 
to the Monroe Doctrine as to all other favoring circum- 
stances put together. 


Recognition of this fact and a measure of gratitude 


on the part of the Latin republics have often been ex- 
pressed formally. They can never be said to have been 
deeply felt. We ore told that at present there is no com- 
munity of interest with this country in regard to Ger- 
many's submarine campaign except perhaps in Brazil 
and Bolivia. 
Brazil is. Portuguese by settlement and 


Portugal is one of the entente allies. But Brazil has a 
large German population and no doubt a considerable 
pro-Gorman propaganda to deal with. 
Bolivia is con- 


jectured to be with us mainly because of that passage in 
President Wilson's peace speech to the Senate where ho 
proposed that to Interior nations be guaranteed at ull 
times access to the sea.

fined to the needs of the government 
alonV it is probable that such a mill 
would pay for itself in no great length 
of time, while adding something to 
the paper supply of the nation. 


The fundamental 
problem is to 


build up paper production in. the 
United States to kee-p pace. with a 
growing demand and afford a. suf- 
ficient supply at - all tinies to hold 
prices at reasonable levels. To the 
extent that private enterprise will do 
this it would appear unnecessary for 
the government to undertake it, par- 
ticularly if the publicly owned forests 
can be utilized under conditions which 
give the public; control of industrial 
organizations.- In the event, that pri- 
vate capital cannot be enlisted,' how- 
ever, to 'meet the needs :of a larger 
paper supply available at fair prices 
It'may well be that the federal gov- 
ernment should enter the. Industry as 
a direct method of controlling the 
situation.

USE OF WOOD NOW WASTED. 
These are the larger aspects of the 


situation. 
There are certain direct 


and simple approaches, however, that 
call for nothing more, than greater 
economy. The waste which. now- oc- 
curs In the manufacture c'f lumber Is 


estimated ,by, t.h* Forest Service at 
something; over' 60,000,000 corda an-' 
nually. At least 40,000,000 cords con- 
sists of 'coniferous woods, a part of 
which is suitable for the" mfOnufacture 
of various grades of paper, although 
the Qost of assembling it in sufficient 
quantities to support a p.aper plant is 
often prohibitive.,. Sxperlnients at Ihe 
forests products laboratory show ,that 
rriuch ; of;, this;.waste can ;be,-; utilized 
for -the manufacture of kraft-.wrap- • 
ping papers, fibre board and other 
pulp products. 
In the case of saw- 


mills that cut up spruce, hemlock, 
etc., the waste can often be gathered 
and shipped with profit to news print- 
mills. 


So much for the immediate prob- 


lem1 of'supplying the paper require- 
merits of'-thes United States :ioday.- For 
the se-cond phase of the.problem, that 
of an assured future supply of paper 
within our own borders, there is'only 
one solution: The practice of forestry 
to keep up a continuous production 
of pulp wood. There Is nothing' dif- 
ficult 
about .this solution 
if the 


latent 
producing capacity 
of 
the 


forest lands In the United-fiTtates is 
utilized. There. Is no reason why the 
regions now supporting large paper 
making, plants should not do so per- 
manently, as Norway does. If the na- 
tive resources of those regions are 
properly organized and intelligently 
Used. The production of pulp -woods 
In fact offers one of the best oppor- 
tunities for 'forestry in the United 
States-because small, quickly grown 
material can be utilized,-and because 
many of the fastest .growing "trees, 
like poplar or Norway spruce, are 
adapted to it.

With intelligent cutting and pro- 


tection from flro the land will restock 
Its'elf. 
Unintelligent ' cutting' that 


"skins" the land, however, .may calf 
eventually for artificial reforestation. 
Denuded, land can be planted: with

acre. Some of the paper companies • 
in New.

13V4 miles per '-^-r, and just for good 
measure, ran 
r"-.«, miles on low gear 


without stopping the engine. Better than 
thirteen miles per l.o'.ir on low gear for 
ten hours without a stop is a real test 
of an engine's cooling ability. 
It is the 


equivalent of 43 miles per hour on. high 
gear for ten consecutive hours. A care- 
ful examination at the conclusion of the 
trip showed not the slightest sign of 
overheating or any other trouble. 


This run recalls to mind the low-gear 


tests made by tho Franklin September 
21. 1S14. At that time 116 cars partic- 
ipated, each going 100 miles in low with- 
out stopping the engine.

PROBI/EM NO. 1.—To retire tho base runner ordinarily means to put the bull on him \vlicn lie leaves the pro- 


tection of any base, or to force him out l>y beating- him to tho next base with the ball, ox-- to let him retire himself. 
TIUs he can do In several ways, such us Interfering with an inflelder or opposing player in fielding; a ball, being hit 
by a batted bull on fair ground or through a combination of circumslances'such as are supposed In. this problem. 
On a home run sucli as described .and every base i-nmier touching nil the bases, it Is hardly probable that there was 
any Interference on the part of the runners, or that one of the runners wns struck by the batted ball. To my knowl- 
edge there is only one real possibility of the side bcins retired runlcss In on instance of this kind. Tho runner on 
third must have held his base to see if the catch would bu made, knowing full well he would have plenty of time to 
score after the catch, if caught. 'In the meantime the man on second must have put his head down and torn for the 
plate and passed the man on third, when the umpire declared, him out according to Section 1G, Hulc 50. '

Tho batter gets a two-base hit. "While very possibly a. triple play would be completed in this problem, un- 
less tho man who nnule the second out. was in position to see the man on Uird score before he could possibly re- 
tire the third man, it would never get into the recorite. There is a rule In the book (Section 2, Rule 22) which says 
it is a regulation ga'inc "if the side last ut bat in the ninth inning scores the winning run before the third ma.ii 'is 
ou.t."
